Institute 
Examining 
Washington 


In 1975, the Essex Institute in 
Salem, submitted a sample of 
George Washington’s hair for 
analysis to the Orentreich Foun- 
dation for the Advancement of 
Science. Last year, the founda- 
tion reported findings which 
showed that President 
Washington probably had type B 
blood. To verify the authenticity 
of the Essex Institute sample, 
the foundation was eager to 
analyze additional hair purported 
to have been George 
Washington’s, as might be found 
in other museums. 

In June of the Bicentennial 
year, they succeeded in obtaining 
additional hair samples from the 
Henry Francis du Pont 
Winterthur Museum of Delaware 
for comparison with the Essex 
Institute samples. Winterthur’s 
samples were taken from a 
locket containing interlocking 
strands of hair from George and 
Martha Washington. It had never 
been determined which_ hairs 
(light or dark) belonged to the 
First Lady and First President. 

Scanning electron microscopy 


was performed on all three hair 
samples by Dr. William Mon- 


tagna, director of the Oregon 
Primate Research Center. The 
transmission photograph of the 
hair from the Essex Institute 
showed minimal pigment in the 


center of gray hair. Further ex- 
amination revealed damage to 


the hair shaft only on one side 
suggestive of abrasion caused by 
wearing a wig or hair styling ina 
tied-back fashion or queue. 


With these facts in mind, the 
George and Martha hairs were

definable. Although the gray 
hairs demonstrate similarities in 
their surface characteristics, 
blood typing will be helpful for 
accuracy of detail. The saga of 
George Washington’s hair, begun 
by Salem’s Essex Institute 
Museum will continue beyond the 
Bicentennial in order to deter- 
mine and compare blood type of 
all three specimens.

Hart’s duties include the ex- 
amining of the school struc- 
tures in a ‘‘bricks and mortar,”’ 
light, to make and keep them 
functional and operable. 

The school committee must 
now make some decisions for 
him to follow, based on the use 
of the buildings to meet 
educational needs.

the future use of the school will 
be educationally — totally 
junior high, or some elemen- 
tary, or even some secondary 
use. 

Hart will examine the 
building and its adaptability to 
other than present junior high 
climate. 

There will also be a study by 
Hart on such structures as the 
Stowe, Jackson and Shawsheen 
schools as to their adaptibility 
to the total school program and 
meeting the enrollment shifts. 

While the Tuesday session 
left considerable decisions still 
to be made, the most important 
one was that there will be no ad- 
ditional new construction, nor 
will the town be considering 
portable classrooms.

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WASHINGTON -- President 
Ford has already announced 
plans to remove price controls 
from gasoline. This is .a last- 
minute maneuver to benefit the 
big oil companies before he 
leaves the White House. 

Now we've learned that 
Transportation Secy. William 
Coleman may be on the verge of 
granting the oil companies still 
another multi-million-dollar 
bonanza. 

The oil conglomerates want to 
build two deepwater ports in 
Louisiana and Texas. These 
would accomodate the largest 
supertankers. They would also 
benefit the oil companies, at the 
expense of their customers. 

The federal government 
would license the deepwater 
ports, but the oil companies 
would own them. The smaller, 
nonparticipating companies 
could be locked out by the oil 
oligarchy. 

This could give the oil giants a 
marketing monopoly. They 
would own and control the best 
oil transportation facilities on 
the Gulf of Mexico. The greater 
efficiency of the superports 

would tend to eliminate all real 
competition. 

These same companies not 
only would get a stranglehold on 
the flow of oil in the South, but in 
the North as well. For these com- 
panies also control the Alaskan 


pipeline.

- Ford’s Farewell Gift to Big Oil

We've had access to a Justice 
Dept. study of the proposed 
superports. The study warns that 
the deepwater ports and the 
Alaskan pipeline have the same 
“monopolistic characteristics.” 

This means simply that the big 
oil companies could wind up 
tightening their control over the 
petroleum market in this coun- 
try. That's always bad news for 
the customers who, invariably, 
wind up paying higher prices. 

The oil companies contend 
that the deepwater ports would 
produce huge savings in 
transportation costs. But the 
Justice Dept. warns that the 
“cost advantages will be 
pocketed” by the oil companies 
“as an excessive return for in- 
vestment.” 

Coleman may be all set to 
grant the deepwater port 
licenses before the Democrats 
take over the Transportation 
Dept. on January 20th. But 
hopefully, the Justice Dept. re- 
port will deter him. 

Goodwill Gesture: The 
Soviet Union is allowing more 
Jews to emigrate to Israel. For 
the first 10 months of this year, 
they left Russia for the Jewish 
homeland at the rate of 1,000 a 
month. 

Suddenly in November, the 
exit permits were increased to 
1,700. This easing of restrictions 
is viewed as a goodwill gesture 
to President-elect Jimmy Carter.

But behind the scenes, the 
Soviets are tightening the screws 
on Jewish dissidents. The Jews 
who dare to stand up for their 
rights are hounded and 
harassed. 

The Jews hope to call atten- 
tion to their plight by holding a 
symposium on Soviet Jewry in 
Moscow. The Soviets don’t want 
to stop the symposium openly for 
this would .cause international 
embarrassment. But they are 
doing their best to wreck it 
quietly. 

The dissidents, for example, 
sent invitations to eight Ameri- 
can scholars. All eight were 
refused visas. Others who might 
attend the symposium have had 
their visas denied or their trips 
canceled. 

The dissidents have written an 
urgent letter to President Ford. 
The letter, signed by 95 Jews 
from six Russian cities, reports 
that the secret police broke into 
the homes of symposium leaders 
and conducted midnight 
searches. 

The Jewish dissidents ap- 
pealed to Ford to raise the issue 
at the United Nations. They con- 
tend it violates the Helsinki ac- 
cords. The State Dept. has raised 
the issue with Soviet representa- 
tives in Washington and the 
Helsinki Commission is also in- 
vestigating. 

No-Shows: The defense min- 
isters of the Atlantic Alliance 
held a secret session in Brussels 
earlier this month. Yet less than 
half of the ministers showed up. 

This upset the American 
Defense Secy. Donald Rumsfeld, 
who will be leaving office next 

month. He delivered a parting 
lecture, which was supposed to 
be strictly secret. But we can tell 
you what he said.

The investigation was sought 
by two unheralded congressmen, 
Thomas Downing of Virginia 
and Henry Gonzales of Texas. At 
first, it looked as if they would 

get nowhere. They needed the 
authorization of the powerful 
House Rules Committee. But the 
committee chairman, Ray Mad- 
den, told us that he would never 
approve it. 

So Downing and Gonzales 
went over Madden’s head to 
House Speaker Carl Albert. But 
Albert was retiring and lacked 
the political clout to overrule 
Madden. 

Suddenly, Coretta King, the 
widow of the slain civil rights 
leader, appeared on Capitol Hill. 
She quietly implored the black 
caucus to press for an investiga- 
tion.

Munro Leaf, 71, author and il- 
lustrator of ‘‘Ferdinand The 
Bull,”’ and many other children’s 
books, and a former Andover 
resident, died Tuesday at his 


home, 11121 Rokeby Ave., 
Garrett Park, Md., following a 
long illness. 


He was born in Baltimore, Md., 
Dec. 4, 1905, and was educated at 
the University of William and 
Mary.

‘Pal’ Alexander Was 


Conservationist, Writer 


Nationally-recognized _fisher- 
man and conservationist A. I. 
‘Pal’ Alexander, 47, 14 Osgood 
St., Andover, died Dec. 16 at 
Lawrence General hospital. He 
was a victim of cancer. 

Outdoor writer and columnist 
for the Eagle Tribune for the past 
six years, Alexander was the 
winner of several awards for his 
conservation efforts and was an 
avid historian of the sport as well 
as a participant. 

Confined to a bed at Lawrence 
General Hospital since the begin- 
ning of October, Alexander con- 
tinued to write his weekly 
columns by dictating them to his 
wife, Mrs. Mary (Lynch) Alex- 
ander, who said she received 
many calls when it didn’t appear 
last week. 

Alexander was a contributor to 
many national sporting 
magazines, including Field and 
Stream, Outdoor Life, Fishing 
World and even the Encyclopedia 
Americana. 

In 1971, Alexander won the an- 
nual Buzsek Memorial Award 
given by the Federation of Fly 
Fishermen for his contributions 
to the area of fly tying. He was 
charter member of the federa- 
tion in 1966 and served as direc- 
tor and vice-president of the 
organization dedicated to the 
conservation and preservation of 
fishing waters. 

Alexander was also a historian 
of the Merrimack River and 
fishing in New England and 
boasted a library of more than 1,- 
200 volumes that was a source for 
many of his fellow writers and 
sportsmen. 

A lecturer to civic 
organizations, Alexander was 
past president of the Andover Fly 
Tiers, a member of the Outdoor 
Writers of America, New 
England Outdoor Writers. 

He served for many years on 
the Andover Conservation Com- 
mission. 

Active in Vermont Flyfishing 
Museum, Alexander was born in 
Andover, and operated his own 
business in Lawrence, Alexander 
Industries, making twine and 
related products for the marine 
and fishing industries. 

He was educated at 
Lawrenceville Academy, 
Princeton, N. J. and graduated 
from Brown University in 1952. 

He was also associated with his 
father in Alexander Wool Com- 
bing in Lowell for 45 years. 

Besides his wife, he leaves two 
sons, Alexander III, 19, a 
sophomore at Brown University, 
and John 18, associated with his 
father in Alexander Industries; 
two daughters, Kathleen, 16, a
